The |>alace is designed 
to contain a theater caiiaMc of seating 5(xj persons. 

In the chapter entitled. "How onr I’rtnccs Live," Mr. Henry 
George. Jr., gives many interesting details, from which yve e.xtract a 
few of the more imixirtant. 

He savs: "We might describe palace after palace of our Princes 
of Privilege that for a couple of miles stud Fifth avenue as thickly 
as the sumptuous residences of the nobles graced the undulations of 
Ihe Palatine Hill in Ronie before the imperial regime made it the sole 
abode of the Emperors."

Yet magnificent residences are jiot coiifmcil to Fifth avenue, by 
any means. 

We find, for ipstance. the splendid habitation of Mr. Oiarles M. 
Schwab, the steel and shipyard prince, rising in the center of a square 
block at .Seventv-lhird street and Riverside Drive. The exterior of 
Ibis htiilding is’of the French chateau mi.xed Gothic and Renaissance 
•lyle preceding l.SSO. It Is rrrodellcd after the celebrated palaces of 
Cbenonceaux, Bl'ols and Aiay-Ie-Ridau. After comjilelely finished 
this residence of an American citizen, who twenty-five years ago 
itartrd with nothing, did cost not far from $7axx),ocx). Jfr. Schwab 
had trouble with his wife, it i» said, and the (lalace stands empty all the 
year around.

.•\ home of similar princely order, but of far diffi-renU architec- 
toral style, is that of Mr. and Mrs. Howard Gould on the north .shore 
of Sands Point. It is called “Castle-Gould." It suggests the twelfth 
century Kilkenny Castle in Ireland, but it is of course much 
larger and furnished beyond all comparison. The tivo hundred serv¬ 
ants of this great establishment have Ihe American distinction that all 
of thevv wear livery. Howard Gould, by the way, also got a divorce 
from his wife.
